KILLED OK BROOKLYN'S L.

William Smedley's Terrible Fall from

tbe Station to tha Street

An Unknown Man at the Point of
Death with a Fractured Skull.

One man lying dead, and another for
whom tbe portals of death are hourly ex-

pected to open, is the reoord of casualties
on the Brooklyn Union L road since yes-
terday's sunset.

A frightful accident bcfoll William
Smedley, aged seventy years, an em.
ployeo of tho Union Elevated Hallway,
this morning at 6.45 o'clock.

Smedley was on his way to his work,
and in attempting to got on a moving
"L" train at tbe Mvrtle and Washing,
ton avenue, station, misled bis hold and
footing, and fell to tbe pavement bolow,a
distance of about forty feet.

His skull was crushed, slid nearly every
bone In his body vtaa broken.

Witnesses of tbe ocourrenoo were hor.
at tho sight of the ipiiveriug

body of the old mau as he lay in a large
pool of blood.

A policoman hastily railed an atnbu-laur-

but before it arrived Smedley twa
dead. His body was subsdQtlentlv re.
moved to the Morguo and Coroner
Hooney was notified.

Mr. Bmedlev lived at 4S Ryerson street,
where he lerves a famllv to mourn bis
death. He was n temperate and faithful
emnlovee of the Union h Comuauy. and
had often boarded. moving trains at the
stations without ocoldent.

ot Health y a report of a neries of
analyses of the condeneed milk sold by
Henry J. Cantield, milkman, of 411

Seventh avenue.
Cantield is the contractor who 'supplies

the Department o Charities and Correc-
tion and all the hospitals and institu-
tions on the islands. Ho pells to the
city, it is raid, on this contiaot alone
809,000 quarts ot condensed milk a i ear.
He also supplies condensed milk to tbe
Health Department hospitals.

'the report of the chemist sets forth that
while his contract with the city requires
that the condensed milk should contain
14 per cent, of fat, the analysis showed
that it contains no more than from 10 to
RH per cent., or a third less than the
standard.

1 he assumption is either (hot it has been
mixed with wster or that skim milk ban
ben used in its manufacture.

Upon this showing Mr. Cnnflell was
arrested yesterday afternoon by a sant-tar- y

policeman. He had been previously
arrested for selling adulterated fluid milk.

Chemist Martin recommends that the
Board advise the Chaiity Commissioners
of tbe state of affairs.

Ihere is a cbemist atta-he- d to that De-
partment, too, who by the report will be
com ioted of neglect of dutv.

Miles of Wire Down and Block

Island Cnt Off.

Forly-Mll- e 'Wind nt Handy Hook
The Cyclone Passing: North.

Tbe sweeping storm of which New York
City felt the, edge yesterday afternoon
has almost one from us. It parsed over
a portion of tbe country iuthe form of a
belt, do ng tbe greatest damage in tbe
northern part of New York, Ohio and
TVuusvlvanfa, and in the southern part of
Ctnada.

The cyclone has done immense damage
to the telegraph wiroa. At tho Western
Union office this morning Wiro Chiet
Baldwin said to an Evrmso WonLn re-
porter.

' We suffered very great damage iu
this Btato. It 1 impossible to tell the ex.
act damage yet, but many mbus ol wiro
wero blown down. In H vracuse our w ires
wero blown down and mixed up to euch
an extent that communication wan next
to impossible.

'"Ihe situation at Albany was nearlv as
bad. Our worst trouble in tbe htute tiu
at Chatham, where the wires wtre en-
tirety blown dowu.

"In Connecticut wo experienced even
more trouble than in New York, aud the
cyclone blew down wires all oer tho
Btate."

At Undo b'am's Wen'her Bureau in the
Equitable Building, further iibab of tbe
storm's work wns leceived.

" We have received no report from
Block Island this morning." saidRorgt.
Dnuu, "and ttw cyclone has evidently
blown down the cable and wire couuec.

"Tho highest wind here was 48 miles
an hour, and sinco tho Btorm passed tho
velocity has aeragod .1J miles an hour
His now blowing 38 miles an hour nud
subsiding. It b'ew 10 miles at handy
Honk this morning, 31 at Boston and 30
at Eastport, Me.

"Tho cyclone, which was caused by
the moeting of warm air from I olow the
lakes with a wall of cold air just to tho
north of the lakes aud covered a terri
tory comiinsiug nearly a.l the lakx
region, is now central otr the coast of
Nov i Scotia.

"Theroare high winds all along the
Atlantin const, extending as tar south as
Cspo Hatteras. Throughout the Lako
regions tut re aro also high winds. It is
snowing iu Canada, but over tho rest of
tbe count rvtheie is generally fair weather.

"The cold wae will be dissipated
somewhat y and it will be no colder,
but, on the contrary, much warmer to.
day and Ihe high winds will
go down soma time this alteruoou or
evening.

"The forecast for tbe next twentv-fou-r
hours is fair weather, becoming warmer.
There is no immediate prospeotof scvoro
Wiuter weather."

The greatest anxiety is manifested
among shipping circles concerning the
Mtfetv ot vessels now at sea aud already
ovoniue.

Some are overdue neirlytwo weeks, aud
it is feared that they could not weather
tho terrible seas now provai.iug aud have

The Grand Jury made its ed

presentment, iu tbo oaso of tbe electric-ligh- t
wires, this afternoou.

They have been investigating the mat-

ter for nearly a month, and it was be.
lioved that the arraignment of tho com.
ponies for maintaining wires that were
dangerous to life would be a very strong
one, and that a number of indictments
would follow.

Instead of this the presentment Is very
mild and only makes recommendations
to the Legislature, and one indictment
o'ono is reported to have bean found.

The person indicted is Assistant Hupt.
Charles W. Fierce, ot the Brush Illumin-
ating Company, who is held responsible
for tho death of young Harris, the cterk
In an Eighth avenue atore. who was killed
by a Brush wire.

In tbo presentment tbe Grand Jury
sav that they have devoted a ttreat, deal
pf time'-tfMn- s intestlgstlon' of "fho
subject of eicctrio ' lighting by
the various, , cots pap' ':, operating
wires, in order to find ouf if possible
whether nnv of them have been ruimiug
their ayateuia without due regard to the
Uvea and safety of (he pnblic.

For this purpose a mass ot testimony
boa been taken, in which tbe Grand Jury
say tho diversity of opinion in regard to

Ltlie vital question of afety is so great that
they have pra-t- ii o'ly been able to come to
no deunile condition in the matter.

A great deal ot exprt t.stimnny wss
received, and the exper s themselves dif
lertd as raldcally in their opiuUnu as the
other witnesses.

"It is mauifest, however." the pre-
sentment Maes, "that the Legislature
(hould be invoked atonre. "

" The Grand Jury are convinced that
, tbe business of the generat on and dis-
tribution of electrical currents is one
which should be investigated bv Ihe Leg-
islature for the purpoto of ascertaining
the character of legislative euiutmeut
required to provide a me mi for carrying
on the same without danger to the public.
